that tho wires can be managed without 
tho strikers. Strikes are a bad thing in 
any branch of business, and it is regret- 
tod thnt tho difficulty between the opera- 
tors and tho companies could not bo ad- 
justed without u atr.'ke. 


The public gonrri'Uy will sympathize 


with tho Telegraphers' brotherhood iu 
their effort to secure higher wages. All 
over tho United States tho operators on 
tho Western Union lines have been re- 
ceiving low wages. Sixty dollars a month 
was the average for men operators, and 
only §35 for woman. A short time nga, the 
couimitto'i oC the 
brotherhood called 


upon tuo managers of the Western Umon 
aud presentee! the claims of the opera- 
tors, which were 
an increase of 
15 


per ceut. in the wages, and a decrease in 
tho number ot hours of labor eunh day, 
which would be ojual 
to about 27 


per cent increase. Tho managers refused 
to grant the increase and the strike is tho 
result. One reason why tlici public sym- 
pathize with tho operutoia is that the 
Western Union is a closc-iistod and a 
greedy corporuliou. It is ft powerful 
monopoly in tho trasi seuso of tho word, 
und has no heart aud no conscience. 
Its whole mm is to crush all other 
telegraphic lines, aud doularo largo divi- 
dends. It is one of the most successful1. 
mouuy-miiUing corporations iullns coun- 
try, and its millions tiro_mmle out of tho

operatois. 
Tho 


average wages paid is only SCO a month. 
It makes no difference how faithful an 
operator is, his wages remain the same. 
A young man may be ever so industilous 
aud competent, uud the managers of the 
groat corporation tako uo notice of 
him. 
He plods along year after year 


with hardly n hope of promotion, or any 
increase m his wages. On tho railway 
hues, tho case is far differout. 
Tho com- 


panies keep an oyo on a good operator, 
aud if ho is iodustuous, ellicient aud sob- 
er, they promote him as fast as possible; 
the Western Union t'lograph company 
pays uo attention and doesn't bare wheth- 
the young man or the young woman rises 
or fulls in position. '.For nil these reasons 
public sentiment favo;j the strikers. The 
telegraph company can pay more than

At the Signal the Operators Leave 


Their Desks and March Out. 


S«oth side* Confident of

The Latest »ituatiou—-Tli« Strike 


General --- A Hoax 
about 


(Seu. Grant. 


CHICAGO, July 20.-The promised strike of 


tho telegraphers throughout the country oc- 
curred at the hour agreed on. 
In chlcag° 


tho day operators, numbering about 15U, 
anno down to work ns usual, and took their 
places at tlui instruments, but there was a 
suppressed excitement which showed plainly 
whut was in tho wind. The situation was do- 
llnitely understoood on 
both 
sides. 
If 


the operators were nt rheir desks at noon, 
ei.her a col!op»e of the strike or a back- 
down on the part of thu company would bo 
considered tho only solution 
which had 


been reached. 
The usual complement of 


men went over from the Western Union 
ollice to the board of trade at half-post 9, ant1, 
at that hour there were no signs of a stni.v. 
At 10 o'clock a few of the loading members of 
the brotherhood gathered about the corner of 
La Snllf anil Washington streets, but the 
crowd did not swell till half an hour later. 
Then tho streets began to bo blocked, aud it 
was almost impossible to force passage 
through them. By 
10-.r>.-> several thousand 


people were collected in tbe streets., and as a 
report had got abroud that the signal was to be 
given at that minute a cheer was sent up. No 
strikei-s appeared, however, and a feeling of 
disappointment was perceptible in the ranks 
of the crowd. As each mimite passed, how- 
ever, the iuture.-it grew more intense. Mean- 
while the operating-room at tho top of the 
Western Union building was the theatro of 
an intensely interesting M.VIIO. Two or tlireo 
minutes before 11 Snpt. Tnbbs entered tho 
room 
and 
the- 
manngers 
of tho 
office 


formed a small group about him near the 
doorway. A few of the operators looked up 
carelessly, but the majority kept steadily at 
their work. The minute-hand pointed to 12 
and still there was no movement. 
A 


couple of minutes more passed and there 
was co interruption in the steady click of 
tho hundreds of instruments. "By Jovo!" 
stiid oue of the managers, ''I believe the 
thing is n fi/xlo." "Wail," replir-d another. 
Tho waiting was not long. As tho minute- 
luuid on tins clock marked live minutes uftor 
11, or extict noun at New York, one of the 
operators in the centre of tho room got up 
carelessly and nodded to some one iu tho 
doorway. A second later half a dozen men. 
in different pnrts of tho room woro putting 
on their coats as If going to lunch. Others 
glanced at the Individual in the door,who was 
W. M. Reynolds, a prominont member of tho 
brotherhood, then 
at 
thair 
feiiow-oper- 


arors, and within two or three minute work 
hail p.'.most entirely ceased. 
Quickly tho 


men formed in twos and marched quietly out 
of the room in an orderly manner, flomo 
stoppi'il to shako bands with the managers, 
and chore was un occasional exclamation of 
surprise on tho part of ths latter as som» 
operator who had been considered "reliable" 
joined tho procession. 
When about half tho 


operators had left tho rooms the young ladies 
•who had been in charge of tho Wheatstone 
instruments appeared and joined the ranks 
of the strikers. A place was made for them, 
and several operators expressed their appre- 
ciation of their action, but there was no noisy 
demonstration. Within three minutos from 
the time of giving the signal the strikers 
had all left tho operating room. It was 
then discovered that just a down telegraph- 
ers, including two ladies, remaining at the 
instruments. 
Message girls and boys, chief 


operators, and managers, 
however, woro 


scattered alwut, and in two or three minutes 
it would have boon diflicult to learn bow 
many had actually remained at tho desks. 
The chief operators made a list, necessarily 
short, of tho telegraphers thoy had left, and 
thon the work of filling tho places of the 
strikers was begun. 
A number oC officials 


and clerks who aro tclegraplicj-s were ut once 
put to work, and persons who had applied for 
places in anticipation of the strike woro 
assigned to desks as fust as possible. 


In tho meantime the strikers had emerged 


from the west door of tho building, waving 
their hats and marching two abreast. As tho 
crowd caught sight of them a tremendous 
cheer went up. which was repented again and 
again. The noise reached the men on V-hango, 
and thoy crowded down on the sidewalk to 
add their tribute of applause, which was un- 
usually hearty. When the hulv operators ap. 
pcarod the applause was frantic. Tho crowd 
surged around tho strikers aud urged them to 
'stick it out," w*th other like encouraging 
remarks indicative of good will. The West- 
ern Union operators were joined by those 
from tho Baltimore & Ohio and 
Mutual 


Union ofliws, and then tho procession took 
up its march for the headquarters iu Uhlich's 
hall on North Clark street. It was vocifer- 
ously cheered nil along tho route. 
The 


crowd lingiMX-d about the Wosteru Union 
oflico for liftoon or twenty minutes, but 
gradually dwindled away, and by noon tho 
scene in tho vicinity did not differ materially 
from any other day. 


When Ublich's hall was reached the opera- 


tors crowded in and soon every chair was 
taken. As several chief operators who had 
been considered doubtful arrived, they were 
enthusiastically cheered, a-s were a number 
of telegraphers who were uot members o£ 
the brotherhood, but who proposed to "stand 
by 
the 
boys." 
In all, at least 250 


operators were in tho halls, including some 
iifteen or twenty yonug ladies who were tUe 
objects of special consideration. The meeting 
was called to order by President A. J. Mor- 
ris, who succeeded in making himself heard 
after several minutes o£ continuous ap- 
plause. He spoke encouragingly to the men, 
and during his speech a note was read from 
a member of tho board of trade saying be 
sympathized with the operators to the extent 
of S100 when they needed it. Tho ;,tatenient 
was also made that hundreds of other busi- 
ness men would do likewise. Telegrams were 
read from tho New York assembly, and Pres- 
ident 
Jarrett 
giving 
encouragement. 


Mr. Morris concluded as follows: 


"Last of all, becalm and patient. Don't 


boast, don't threaten, don't do any violence. 
Lot tho ladies go to their homes and await 
tho issue with tho assurance that wo will de- 
fend their rights. Let tho brothel's stay 
away from the company's oflices, Here is 
tho plm'o for them, Aud lot the people un- 
derstand that wo know how to act. Lot every 
member be his own keeper." 


Tho membei-s thon held a secret session, at 


which several now members woro initiated. 


'•You must remember," said one of tho 


members at tho close of tho mooting, "that 
thoso here arc only about one-third of tho 
operators who quit work. Nouo of tho night 
operators aro here, but men from the smaller 
oflicos are coming in ail tho timo. Look at

They wero all largo vessels, and 
could not bo moved readily. Two—tho Col. 
Adams and tho Perseverance—which "'oro 
nearer tho end of tho pier wero cut adrift, 
but they were burning very fiercely, and all 
the seamen hud to jump overboard to save 
their lives. Thoro woro twenty-five or thirty 
men iu tho water swimming for tho different 
piers. Among the number wore a dozen or 
more 'longshoremen, who wero working at 
the oud of tho pior at tho time, and whose 
avenue of escape had been cut oil by tho flro. 
The heat and smoke drove thorn overboard 
and they had to swim for thoir lives. One 
of their number, AVilliam Carbcrry, sank 
and was drowned before assistance could 
reach him. A lai-Ro number of firemen had 
gathered on the inclosed pier for the purpose 
of doing more ofTeelunl work, when suddenly 
tho structure about them fell with a terrific 
trash, mid tho majority of them 
wero 


fastened among the burning debris. Tho 
Other firemen, who wero working at tho time 
311 tho main dock, although horrified nt tho 
accident, and fearing that their companions 
had mot with almost instant death, began at 
once tho work of rescue.-. Viltb the assist- 
ance of tho polieo and 'loushoromen, tho un- 
fortunato men woro taken out.

Most of 
the toy hoops used uy juvenile creation 
lire nuule in Granvifle Corners, Mass., 
or Pliilade'phia. Most of tho plain ones 
come from Grunvillo. and the more ex- 
pensive from Philadelphia. 


••Jn the case of the plain, hoop ash or 


beech wood is cut into narrow, straight 
strips and stearund. The steam makes 
the wood curl up until both ends meet, 
and then the ends are simply fastened 
together with tacks. A piece is chipped 
oh" a round ash or beeeh rod for the 
trundle stick and the t.oy is complete. 
These hoops sell for ten cents each, and 
Gnvnvillo Corners turned out about 80,- 
000 of them last year. 


"As made in Philadelphia, however, 


the hoop jniLs on more style. 
There, 


after steaming ami nailing the wood tho 
workmen bevel the edges of tho rim, 
paint the wood in bright colors, and 
fasten six tiny bells on the under side at 
regular intervals. Tims accoutered tho 
hoop rolls along with a merry tinkle 
that pleads to the children and enables 
the dealer to get twenty-five cents for 
the toy, which is called the 'bell hoop.' 


"The 'chime' hoop ts even more orna- 


mental. It is made of wood, prettily 
painted. Four spokes converge' from- 
the 
sides 
to 
the 
center, 


where 
the 
two sweet toned bells 


arc fastened. The hoop is rolled along 
by means of an ornamental handle fur- 
nished with a metal hammer. When 
the youngster pushes the handle as ho 
walks, the hammer strikes the bells 
alternately. This is the linest and most 
expensive hoop of the lot, and sells .for 
lifty cents." 


"When does the hoop season begin?" 
"It is supposed to begin in April and 


run through to tho end of May. 
The 


extraordinary weather, however, has put 
off 
hoop rolling 
considerably this 


voar. We buy our goods in this line in 
i'ebruary, and our stock is sold by May. 
The 'chime' hoops arc selling best 
lately, but the trade is subject to a 
singular demand by reason of the pecu- 
liar whims of children. It is a well- 
known fact that if you ask the average 
small boy or girl what kind of a hoop 
they want the reply will be, 'I want a 
pair of roller skates.' Of course it is. 
more profitable for the toy man to moot 
this sort of demand. He can. make 
money on roller skates, while there IB 
very little prolit on hoops. The total 
trade iu this country will hardly reach 
1,200.000 hoous per annum."—N. T.

The question as to the ownership of j 


that piece of ground known as the corn 
exchange square having been disputed 
by tho parties who are interested in mak- 
ing the improvements mentioned in last 
evening's Gazette, wa went through the 
records this morning, to satisfy ourselves. 
We find in tlie abstract books oC Mr. J. 
H. Balch, the record of Smith, Bailey 
& Stones' addition to Janesville, under 
date of May 14th, 1841, and recorded in 
the office of the register of deeds on An. 
gust 31st, 1844. In this record there 
occurs this sentence—"There is one pub- 
lic square, it being that piece of land 
bounded by Milwaukee and Franklin 
streets and the Madison road." John J. 
E. Pease was the surveyor. 


Section one of the city charter provides 


that the common council "shall have full 
control and power over and management 
of all streets, alleys, lanes and public 
growth in said city," etc., which would 
indicate that the city is the rightful own- 
er of the property in question. But we 
did not etop here. We interviewed City 
Atorney E. M. Hyzer on the subject, and 
he immediately turned to n decision of 
our state supreme court, which settled 
this point.

appealed." 


This decision was rendered .by tho su- 


preme court, Cole, J., in which the whole 
question of ownership and control of taat 
particular space of ground is settled, giv- 
ing the same to the city. 
Hut it seems 


that the square must bo kept open for 
the benefit of the property owners ad- 
joining the same-Justice Cole closes his 
long opinion as follows: 22d Wis, 002. 


"But possession and ownership in the 


laud are not distinctly denied. 
And in 


other parts of the answer it is admitted 
that tho plain tilts have buildings fronting 
en the triangular pioce of ground'-wlnch 
is claimed to bo a public square, cud it is 
alleged that these buildings encroach 
upon the square or Madisou road. -Thus 
it is admitted that they own these bmld- 
iu"6 and are in possession of them. For 
the purpose ot having access to those 
buildings, they have a light to insist that 
the square dedicated to the public shall 
be kept oper, for their benefit. 


It follows from these views that the 


judgment of the circuit court must be 
affirmed."
